President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  of  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity will  be  the  speaker  at  the  forum  assembly  Friday  at  10  a.m. 
in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

President  Wilkinson,  BYU  top  executive  since  1951,  has 
governed  the  University  through  its  greatest  period  of  expan- 
sion since  it  was  founded. 

He  was  born  May  4,  1S99,  in  Ogden.  He  attended  school  in 
Ogden  and  at  Weber  College.  He  was  graduated  from  BYU  in 
1921  an’d  went  on  to  gain  an  LL,B.  degree  from  Harvard  Uni- 
versity in  1927. 

For  many  years  he  was  a member  of  the  law  firm  of  Wilkin- 
son, Boyden  and  Cragum  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

While  in  Washington  he  represented  the  Ute  Indians  in 
obtaining  the  largest  judgment  ever  obtained  against  the  United 
States  government  in  the  United

Cannon  Center  comprises  the 
food  and  snack  bar  services,  liv- 
ing rooms,  meeting  rooms,  man- 
agement offices  for  Helaman 
Halls.  Approximately  35,000 
meals  a week  are  served  in  the 
dining  rooms.  Seating  capacity  of 
the  large  dining  room  is  550,  of 
the  small  dining  room  250,  and 
the  snack  bar,  60.  The  dining 
rooms  are  so  arranged  as  to  pro- 
vide outside  dining  when  weath- 
er permitts. 

Cannon  Center  is  named  for 
George  Q.  Cannon,  early-day 
apostle,  author,  confidant  of

• THE  ORIGINAL  constitution 
was  voted  on  last  Monday  and 
was  not  passed,  according  to  Mil- 
ton  Sharp,  inter-hall  council  pub- 
licity chairman.  Revisions  have 
been  made  on  the  constitution  to 
correct  the  problems  which  vot- 
ers indicated  were  in  the  docu- 
ment. 

Blaine  Parkinson,  director  of 
housing  programs  and  personnel, 

: said  that  the  constitution  was 
written  by  Helaman  Hall  resi- 
dents. Its  purpose  was  to  give 
the  persons  who  live  in  the  halls 
a chance  to  govern  themselves. 
“The  administration  can  govern

The  wing  council  will  consist 
of  a president,  vice  presidents  of 
social  and  athletic  activities,  a 
secretary-treasurer,  a chaplain 
and  an  adviser.  These  officers 
will  be  elected  by  the  residents 
of  the  wing. 


THE  PRESIDENT’S  council 
will  be  made  up  of  all  the  wing 
council  presidents  in  a given  hall. 
Head  of  this  group  will  be  the 
president  of  the  entire  hall.  The 
president’s  council  will  also  have 
secretary-treasurer,  executive 
council  representative,  wing 
presidents  and  adviser.
